•"going fifteen miles an hour, with En­ 
gineer Birk hefmer In the cab of en­ 
gine No.

4 9 4 . Roth engines remained on 
the track , but were badly demolished. 
Strait was caught In the cab of his 
locomotlv o and scalded to death. 
Condirt-,^ H. N. Conradt was In 
charge of No. 403, while Conductor 
Dey W88 In charge of No. 404. 
Immediately after the collision oc­ 
curred the accident was reported at 
the local offices, and at 8:15 o’clock 
the M., K. 
T. wreck ing outfit, in 
charge of Supt, N. J. Pinney. was 
dispatched to the scene. 
It required 
fiv e hours* work to clear the track , 
both the main line and sidetrack be­ 
ing block ed. 
Strait had been employed as a fire­ 
man by the M., K. & T. since Octo­ 
ber 28, 1908. 
He was about 27 years 
of age and on March 27, last, was 
married at New Frank lin, Me., to 
Mtss Mayme <^haw% of that place. He 
and his two-months bride liv ed at the 
home of Patrick 
Shea. 
1007 
East 
Third street. 
Mrs. Strait learned of the death of 
her husband while returning home 
from a butcher shop. 
She was near 
her home when apprised of the k illing 
•by a neighborhood boy. 
She fell Into 
a faint on the street, and 
was carried 
to her home, where Dr. Charles A .‘ 
McNeil attended her. 
Mrs. W . H 
Barnhart, an aunt of 
the dead ftreinan, when notified of 
her nephew’s death, fainted from the 
shock . 
Frequently during the day she went 
Into hysterics, but the assistance of 
friends helped In quieting her. 
The 
remains 
of Mr. Strait were 
shipped here last ev ening and tak en 
to the undertak ing rooms of McLaugh­ 
lin Bros., where they were v iewed by 
many last ev ening. 
Funeral arrange­ 
ments will not be made until today.
